Course Content: 

Study of an urban environment in use and the design of a multifunctional public building set in that 
context Understanding the urban activities, social utilization, provision of services, construction 
methods and possibility for change, shall be the intent of the urban study. The design problem in this 
context should seek to build comprehension of program development and design methodology. It 
should engage with the articulation of a multi-use and user program focusing on programmatic 
relationships, interactions with site and surroundings, and the built form as a moderator of the urban 
space Introduction to urban development, controls, codes and byelaws. Introduction and application of 
shading and energy simulation softwares. The building project should be of low services complexity 
largely relying on passive design strategies and natural systems of lighting and ventilation. Lectures on 
Frame sturctures and design parameters of multi storeyed buildings.

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Introduction 


Resort is a place to spent holiday for relaxation and recreation so that, one can give dynamism to their 
leisure time. Oxford's dictionary defines resort as place that is frequented for holidaysor recreation or 
for a particular purpose.

According to the new definition, A resort is a full-service lodging facility that provides accessto or offers 
a range of amenities and recreation facilities to emphasize a leisure experience.Resorts serve as the 
primary provider of the guests experience, often provide services for business and meetings, and are 
characteristically located in vacation-oriented settings.lf we go through the history of resort, it dates 
back to Roman era where 7hemeserves multi-functional recreation activity and most popular among this 
is Baiae. 

There may be numerous form of resort like: 

• Sports Resort 

• Adventure Resort 

• Nature Resort 

• Eco Resort 

• Agro- Resort 

• Health Resort 

However, the purpose is same, that they all serve people and among them majority is foreigntourist. 

Resort being discussed here is self-contained one, and another form of resort could beresort town 

where facilities are dispersed with in a small town or area. 

So if we go through thestructural formation of resort then there are two types of resort; 

' ! Se |f contained of integrated resort A modern form of resort where one can have all the resort 
facilities within a boundary.All the functions are incorporated but the scope of resort may vary 
as we have discussed above, like a resort focusing on sports may not concern in health facilities, 
like wise wildlife safari resort may not pays attention to mountaineering. But, it is true that 
resort is self contained units, where it is possible to have as much facilities as a dweller needs. 

2 Resort town: It is often understood as a traditional form of resort but this type carries essence 
of resort where functions and facilities are scattered in a small town, which focuses on tourism 
as its primary occupation. Resort can be classified into several categories and have guidelines to 
rate them but according to service provided by them, it could be day resort with recreational 
facilities like, spa, sports, sauna, health and cuisine facilities with several restaurant, bars, and 
various other amenities. 
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Kerala Tourism Development Corporation (KTDC} has proposed to design a resort which can attract 
people as a holiday and business meeting destination and yet promote Kerala's rich and diverse 
culture heritage. 

As an architect you are expected to design this project so that there is logical distribution of 
functions of various areas, well designed movement systems and interrelation between various 
parts of the complex and open spaces. In addition to the requirements given below, the complex 
should be a blend of beautiful landscaping and other services. 

Aim and Objectives of the Project 

• To promote local culture, heritage and architecture through careful design. 

• To create spaces which can suffice all needs related to leisure and tourism. 

• Comfortable cottages which portrays an environment of leisure and promotes interaction 
with nature 

• Cost effective and functional design 

• Spaces and Design should relate to human scale and shall not be imposing to the residents 

• Places which can serve for dual purposes like having vacations on business tours. 

Uniqueness in design and infusion of elements of vernacular architecture of Kerala in the design of 
cottages. It should deliver services that meets or exceeds the expectations of the guest and at the same 
time proves economical in its running by making it energy efficient with the use of passive ways of 
cooling, building orientation, and ensuring natural ventilation.

• Data collection on spaces essential in resort, area requirement and other conditions 

• Study architecture prevalent in Kerala and its local character and characteristic elements of 

design . 

• Site planning with special emphasis on design on outdoor spaces, land and water interface 

• Providing design solution considering the building functions and its relation with the climate and 
environment
